Soviet Dissident 
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Terror at One Remove 


There wag tragic irony in the fact that 
the worst aircraft disaster in the annais of 
coramercial flying took place on the ground; 
that two planes, at least one of them mis- 
directed, should crash before takeoff and 
strew the bodies of vacationers through the 
fog of Santa Cruz de Tenerife, in the Ca- 
nary Islands. But there is a greater irony 
—and one to which the nations of the world 
must give serious thought—that, whatever 
the reasons they coliided, neither of these 
planes would have been at Tenerife had not 
a bomb been exploded at Las Palmas, 45 
‘ miles away, and wounded four persons there. 
This was not only a terrible event—it was 
terror, at one remove. 

The Movement for Self-Determination and 
Independence of the Canary Islands, based 
in A-geria and warring with Spain, boasts of 
the bomb that exploded at the alrport in 
Las Palmas, but asserts that the jets, di- 
verted to Ganta Cruz, on Tenerife, were 
‘the victims of the authorities who had 
sent them there. They also blamed the 
control tower that was supposed to be 
guiding them and said that the tourists had 
ignored the warning of the Movement that 
the Canary Islands was a zone of war. But 
the secretary-general of the Movement says 
its operations in the Canaries will be tem- 
Porarily suspended, even though its war with 
Spain continues. 

This is an admission that terror in the 
world today is not confined to the intentions 
of the terrorists. The United States has been. 
much exercised over the impact of stch well- 


planned out oddly motivated acts as the in- 
vasion of Washington by the Hanafi Muslims 
and their impact on the public through press 
and television—indeed Ambassador Andrew 
Young has proposed curtailing freedoms 
granted under the First Amendment to limit 
this impact. That, of course, could Dave & 
most profound effect on the real powers of 
free press and free speech. And every 
aerial hijacking, every attack on an airport, 
every threat to a ship or bombing of 2 shop- 
ping area has an immediate effect upon the 
integrated life of the world community of 
trade and travel—and usually one which has 
nothing whatever to do with the purposes 
of those who threatened or committed {533 
bombing, - 

It is these effects of terror, rather than 
their ostensible intentions or even the death 
and destruction they create, that give ter- 
ror ἃ place bigh on the agenda of interna- 
tional agencies and international law. Τὸ is 
such blows at the ordinary life of ordinary 
people, and their rights to move, to buy and 
sell, to speak, to report freely on what goes 
on in the -wor.d, that are the actual targets 
of terror, whatever the alleged purposes 
behind it. And it is to these, no less than 
the infringement of human rights by gov- 
ernments, that the wurld must address itself. 
The actual circumstances, the good and evil 
at odds, the motives of the neppetrators, may 
be as fog-shrouded as the runways at Santa 
Cruz. But the effects are as bleak and 
bloody as the innocent bodies that were 
strewed on that unhappy field. 


Korean Watergate or Washout? 


When the news broke last year that the
